Patriots Team Doctor Visits Mattapoisett 
Library

Dr. Bertram "Bert" Zairns has seen it all when 
it comes to sports-related injuries suffered by high 
performance athletes. As team doctor to the New England 
Patriots for 25 years, 32 years for the Bruins and 14 years 
healing the wounds of the Revolution soccer team, Zairns 
has been there, done that. 

On November 3, the doctor shared some of his 
decades of experiences when he spoke at the Mattapoisett 
Public Library before a full house. 

Zairns' own professional history and expertise 
in understanding how the human body reacts to injury 
and how best to heal it for its return to high-level physical 
activity places him in a very special category. Add to the 
list of teams he has healed: the 1986 U.S. Olympic Team 
at the Winter Olympic Games in Sarajevo. Yes, Zairns has 
seen it all. 

Far from being retired, Zairns is currently the 
Augustus Thorndike Professor of Orthopedic Surgery at

Harvard Medical School and the Emeritus Chief of Sports 
Medicine at Massachusetts General Hospital. 

According to Zairns, football players have gotten 
bigger than when he first entered a football stadium. 

He said more than 400 NFL players weight 300 pounds 
or more while standing at six feet, five inches. From the 
beginning of the game until the early 1970/s, said Zairns, 
football players were roughly all the same size. Today, 
teams are comprised of players who execute specific plays 
and or functions. While some players are simply big, 
many today are huge. 

Of the many things Zairns has learned as a 
team physician, the relationship between Zairns and his 
patients was three-fold.

"It's not a typical doctor-patient relationship/' he 
said. "It's a team relationship: a three-way thing." 

Zairns said complete honesty was paramount to 
providing the care players required. He never lost sight 
that players were expected to play even when in pain, but 
Zairns talked about the necessity of having to do the right 
thing: if a player needed to come out of a game, Zairns 
made that happen. 

The media, in Zairns' estimation, often got details 
of a player's injury wrong 
- sometimes on purpose, 
he claimed. 

"Don't talk to 
the media," he said, was 
one of his take-aways. 

"It's impossible to keep a 
secret." 

That he 

understood. He recalled 
one player's injury, a 
secret they wanted to 
keep hidden from the 
public. 

"Everyone on my team kept quiet," he said. 
However, the players' "loose lips" to a taxi driver upon 
leaving the hospital found its way to the newsroom in 
short order. 

On hand to add his voice to the presentation was 
former Patriots' safety Tim Fox, whose ankle Zairns had 
repaired after an unsuccessful repair by another physician 
in California. He explained that players today are not 
trained the same way they were during his years in the 
game (1976-1986). 

"No one hits full force during practice anymore," 
said Fox. 

Fox believes this is resulting in more injuries 
today. Furthermore, he said, many injuries sustained 
during the early years were simply overlooked and 
considered part of the game. 

"Back then, no one understand head injuries," 
said Zairns. 

Once during a game. Fox was knocked

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unconscious twice before he was taken out of the game. 
When he was finally removed, it wasn't over concern for 
head injuries, but because the injuries were delaying the 
game. 

Zairns was asked how he would inform a player 
that their career was over. 

"They usually know; it's not a surprise," said 
Zairns. Fox added, "You always think you can recover," 
but age and injuries do catch up with the player 
eventually. Fox played until he was 35. 

Zairns offered some other non-injury related 
football insight as well, giving glimpses of his sense 
of humor. For instance, in telling the story of William 
"Lone Star" Dietz, a player and coach for the Washington 
Redskins, he led up to the punchline that Dietz had 
passed himself off as an American Indian. 

"The problem was he was German!" Zairns said. 

Dietz was jailed for falsifying his identity. The 
controversy as to whether or not the team's name was 
forged to honor a fake Indian continues today as does 
the controversy surrounding the very use of the name 
"Redskins." 

Fast-forward, Zairns said that in 1970, the 
American Football League and the National Football 
League merged. This brought the Boston franchise into 
the crosshairs of corruption at Boston City Hall. Zairns 
described how the Patriots' first owner, William "Billy" 
Sullivan, sought to secure a home field, a stadium for his

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new team. During that process, government officials at 
Boston City Hall wanted payoffs before permits would be 
released for the construction of a stadium within Boston's 
city limits. Sullivan went to Foxboro instead. 

But the new stadium had its problems, Zairns 
shared, with toilets overflowing and parking lots taking 
hours to clear. Soaring debt plagued Sullivan's stadium, at 
one point reaching $80 million. In 1988, Sullivan declared 
bankruptcy. He said that Donald Trump tried to buy the 
team, but Victor Kiam of Remington Products ultimately 
bought it instead. Robert Kraft bought the stadium's 10- 
year lease for $24 million. In 1994, Kraft bought the New 
England Patriots for $172 million, an investment now 
worth whopping $4.1 billion. 

Kairns' first-hand knowledge of coaching styles 
was also a source of humor and interest as he contrasted 
the bullying temperament of Bill Parcells against the 
measured and mentoring style of Bill Belichick. Of 
Belichick, he said the coach is able to take "the bottom of 
his roster" and make them peak performers. He said that 
Belichick's program centers on discipline and training. 

"If a player is willing, Belichick will work with 
him," said Zairns. "He doesn't holler at them, he trains 
them." He said if a player's mistakes can't be corrected, 
"Then he'd get rid of them." 

Zairns offered some fun facts, such as when a 
streaker ran across the field and was tackled by a player, 
and the outrageous cost of having the Jackson Five play a

halftime show. Then there was Janet Jackson's infamous

many in attendance wanted to ask: "What keeps the 
goat going?" Zairns responded, "He takes few hits. He's 
mentally more prepared." But, he added, "He is one play 
away from the end of his career." 

Zairns returns to the Mattapoisett Public Library 
on December 28 at 2:00 pm to speak again on his favorite 
topic and to share more insight into one of America's 
favorite pastimes, football. 

'No' to Recreational Marijuana Cultivation 

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

By Marilou Newell 

The November 4 Fall Special Town Meeting 
in Mattapoisett was set after a citizen's petition was 
submitted proposing amendments to the Medical 
Marijuana Bylaws already in place. 

The amendments, if carried, would have allowed 
the cultivation of marijuana destined not only for medical 
use, but also for recreational adult use. 

The zoning bylaw amendments would not 
have included any retail medical or recreational sales to 
have taken place in the town, only the expansion of the 
cultivation. 

Both the Finance Committee and the Planning 
Board supported the amendments. 

Speaking on behalf of the Finance Committee, 
Chairman Pat Donoghue talked about the financial 
benefits the town would enjoy through additional tax 
revenue via a host agreement. She said that the FinCom 
also supported placing the projected new revenue 
stream into the town's stabilization funds to be used for 
nonrecurring expenses such as Capital Expenses. She 
confirmed that the committee did not have "any data to 
establish fiscal trends", or data that could give insight into 
the potential for market saturation that might drive down 
marijuana's price per pound. In spite of uncertainties, 
Donoghue said, "It would be prudent for Town Meeting 
to pass favorably on these articles." 

A few minutes later she added that the potential

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new revenue could have the positive impact of lowering 
taxes or allowing the town to spend over the Proposition 
2 Vi limits. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker read 
from a report that detailed the October 7 Planning 
Board meeting at which time Stu Bronstein, owner of 
a large vacant warehouse in the Light Industrial zone 
known as Industrial Drive, proposed the zoning bylaw 
amendments that would make his building a viable piece 
of real estate for marijuana cultivation. At that time, he 
noted that cultivation of medical marijuana alone was not 
economically feasible. 

"We need the recreational piece," Bronstein had 

stated. 

The Planning Board voted 3 to 1 in favor of the 
amendments during that meeting. 

Representing Bronstein and the 200 petitioners 
was Attorney Valerio Romano of the Boston-based 
firm Vincente Sederberg LLP. Romano hit on all the 
major talking points: job creation, new revenue - which 
was pegged at over $4 million over a five-year cycle, 
the security of a cultivation processing plant, and the 
containment of odors. 

Romano said that the amendments gave control 
to local boards in terms of ensuring that offending odors 
and other production-related activities would not become 
a "nuisance" to residential subdivisions. 

"This would be a thoughtful approach," said 
Romano, adding that the cultivator would have to "jump 
through lots of hoops" before starting production. "If 
you do this right, it can be good," in terms of jobs and 
revenue, said Romano. 

Romano didn't shy away from the notion held by 
some that by allowing recreational cannabis cultivation, 
Mattapoisett's reputation might suffer a negative 
impact. He asked if those in attendance thought less of 
towns nearby that have allowed recreational marijuana 
businesses to operate. He said that there was no evidence 
that home values would drop, and asserted they may 
even go up. 

The first of 10 residents to ask questions was 
James Dildine, a resident of the Bay Club. He said that 



a quick Internet search found numerous odoriferous 
problems with marijuana cultivation in California. 

"People are enraged," Dildine claimed. He 
said that the town's revenue projections made his eyes 
"bulge", and said he was "not comfortable" with the 
amount of due diligence undertaken by the Finance 
Committee. He said that the Bay Club was the "goose 
that laid the golden egg" in terms of property taxes and 
claimed that those and about 50 other house lots waiting 
in the pipeline may be negatively impacted by marijuana 
cultivation. 

Several attendees commented on the possibly that 
if one cultivation facility is permitted then others would 
follow, and that the town should be looking for others

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forms of light industrial businesses versus what was 
being proposed. 

But it was Mike Esposito, Ned's Point Road, who 
received a resounding round of applause after asking 
probing questions regarding the host agreement. 

As noted on a spreadsheet developed by the 
Assessors' Office, the town was projected to receive 
$360,000 in the third year of an agreement that permitted 
a cultivation facility in 40,000 square feet of Bronstein's 
building. That, in addition to another $55,000 for personal 
property taxes and $111,625 from real estate taxes, would 
give the town a total of $527,145. The fourth year, with the 
facility expanded to 70,000 square feet, that figure would 
be $1,452,705, and by year five with 100,000 square feet in 
full production, Mattapoisett could get $2,014,686. 

Over a five-year period from start-up to full 
production, the cumulative revenue was projected to be 
$4,162,199. But the sticking point was the host agreement. 

Esposito explained that that agreement only 
allowed the town to be compensated for expenses 
incurred by permitting the cultivation facility. He said that 
the town would be expected to keep track of additional 
expenses associated with the growing production plant 
such as hiring additional police and fire personnel. 

"This is not new revenue," said Espositio, "just a 
recouping of service expenses..." He also said that there 
was a bill wending its way through the legislature that 
would remove hosting agreements altogether. 

Town Counsel Kathrine Laughlin said that 
presently hosting agreements were only based on 
conjecture, but that it is also a "presumptively responsible 
fee." She said that is why most host agreements end after 
five years but may be renegotiated. 

"We are being asked to vote on speculation," 
Esposito said. 

Putting money matters aside. Attorney Robert 
Moore, life-long Mattapoisett resident and former 
police detective, personalized his comments, saying that 
children follow what they see, not what they are told to 
do. 

"What kind of a town do we want?" he asked. He 
said that while he respected the work done by volunteers 
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on various town boards, it was "Town Meeting" that set 
policy. "What price are we willing to sell our town for?" 
he continued. "Think of our children and forget about the 
money," he pleaded. 

Two residents rose in support of the amendments 
based on marijuana's potential to soothe those suffering in 
pain or drug addiction. 

Charles "Chuck" McIntyre said, "Marijuana is a 
deterrent to the opioid crisis. There are more dangerous 
drugs in Mattapoisett than marijuana." He said people his 
age want "legal access to marijuana," and that eventually, 
the "Baby Boomer" opinion of the current majority would 
be "irrelevant." 

Frank Sawyer also supported the articles, saying 
that his wife had benefited from using medical marijuana 
products and that he simply wanted to give people "a 
realistic viewpoint" from what he had witnessed with his 
one loved ones. 

For more than an hour and a half. Town Meeting 
participants opposed to the amendments spoke out, with 
many wanting more financial details before deciding 
if marijuana cultivation for recreational use should be 
permitted in Mattapoisett. 

It was Linda Moffat who rose and asked that the 
question be moved. When the vote was taken on Article 
1, Adult Use Marijuana Establishments, it was 67 in favor, 
214 opposed.

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Property Values Up, Tax Rate Down 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester property values have increased, which 
means the tax rate will go down for fiscal year 2020. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen on November 
4 met with the Board of Assessors for the annual tax 
rate classification hearing, and adhered to the assessors' 
recommendation that Rochester keep a single rate rather 
than a split rate. 

A split rate would shift the tax burden more onto 
commercial and industrial property owners and would 
provide some relief to residential property owners, versus 
the one rate to which all properties are taxed for every 
$1,000 in property value. 

"We've never had a split rate in the town in the 
past," said Principal Assessor Charles Shea. 

The new single tax rate this year is $13.48, down 
from $14 last year; however, property values have gone 
up, with the average single-family home valued at 
$413,400 compared to $384,200 last year. 

The average residential property owner should 
see a roughly $193.83 increase over last year, with the 
average bill standing at $5,204 per year. 

The "average" value of a home in Rochester, 
however, doesn't accurately reflect what property owners 
will actually pay in taxes, said Shea, "Because there is 
no 'average' house out there. I can't point to an average 
house." 

The average home value is determined by taking 
the cumulative total of all residential property in town - 
$884,876,345 - and dividing it by the number of homes. 

"That's as complicated as it gets," said Shea. 

According to Shea, the more "modest" homes 
on smaller land parcels have increased in value 
proportionately higher than the larger homes on larger 
parcels, meaning a proportionate increase in their tax bills 
as well. Those smaller homes. Shea said, "This is where 
the assessment gets difficult, but fair is fair." 

Smaller homes built in the 1950's and '60s saw the 
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most increase in value. Shea said. 

As for condominiums, the average assessment 
this year went up only by just under 1 percent, from 
$383,600 to $386,095, resulting in an average reduction in 
taxes of $165.84. 

"That's just the way that the market goes," said 

Shea. 

Many of these units are elderly units, said Shea, 
with no children in school, "But they pay full and fair 
taxes on their units." 

Residential taxes account for over 85 percent 
of the tax levy, with commercial contributing about 4 
percent, industrial roughly 4.85 percent, and personal 
property nearly 5.6 percent. 

The cumulative total in commercial property 
value stands at $42.3 million. Industrial was assessed at 
about $50.3 million and personal property was assessed at 
nearly $60 million. 

In total, Rochester property has exceeded $1 
billion at exactly $1,035,420,960. 

The expected tax levy for FY2020 is roughly $13.9 
million, up from about $13,291,000 million last fiscal year. 

This year's property reevaluation was certified 
earlier last week, and bills will be mailed out to residents 
beginning the end of this week. 

In other business. Selectman Brad Morse made 
a concerned announcement about the need to take a 
proactive approach to solid waste management due to 
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the uncertain future of the transfer station in Rochester, 
owned by the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District and utilized by Rochester residents. 

The CMWRRDD plans to shut the transfer station 
down before the end of 2020. 

"Not knowing where that's going, we're going 
to be looking at doing some research as to whether we're 
going to be providing a facility in our town," said Morse. 

Rochester currently has one sticker that residents 
may buy to access the transfer station and the beach, but 
that will need to be broken up into two stickers as it was 
initially, said Morse. 

The CMWRRDD will be issuing a separate sticker 
for transfer station use on December 31, 2019. 

Morse said that if Rochester intends to operate 
its own transfer station for its residents, then it would 
have to determine the cost of engineering and operations, 
which would then determine the cost for a sticker. 

"If we're going to have our own transfer station 
that we're going to have to fund, we're going to have to 
fund it through sticker fees," said Morse.

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BOS Debates Sticker Fees and 
'Mexit' from the CMW 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Marion residents, what would you be willing 
to pay for a transfer station sticker? Forty dollars, $50, 
or more? This was the question on the minds of the 
selectmen during the November 5, Marion Board of 
Selectmen meeting as they face the pressure of putting a 
price on the transfer station stickers before they go into 
effect on January 1, 2020. 

The Benson Brook transfer station is owned and 
run by the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District. Just recently, the CMWRRDD decided 
to offer one transfer station sticker to the three towns 
in the district, but only more recently did the district 
discover that it was not permitted to do so. Now, the three 
towns must sell those CMWRRDD stickers at a cost that 
each town will itself determine. Marion must now impose 
its own price on the transfer station sticker and also figure 
out how much to charge for a separate Town of Marion 
privilege sticker for parking and beach access. 

Bob Partridge, a Marion member of the 
CMWRRDD Board, joined the selectmen in the discussion 
and provided as much information as he could to help 
them wrap their heads around the matter. And as Marion 
negotiates its 'Mexit' from the CMW, the town hopes it 
can operate the Benson Brook transfer station on its own. 
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but sticker fees will have to cover the operational costs. 

According to the data Partridge presented, 
a vehicle count of the Marion-based transfer station 
revealed that the average number of vehicles entering 
the station is about 426 a week. That is, of course, the 
calculated average, although in January the number dips 
as low as 330 and as high as 650 mid-summer. But all 
member towns of the CMW district are allowed to use the 
station, not only Marion. Partridge said about 30 percent 
of those vehicles counted are registered in Marion, while 
roughly 70 percent were from Wareham. 

That approximate average of 127 Marion vehicles 
per week (30 percent) is, basically, with a sticker that 
costs only $10. So if the sticker costs more, would Marion

residents still use the transfer station? 

The sticker fee would not necessarily be utilized 
to fund the 2020 operation of the transfer station, because 
the district will continue to be reimbursed by SEMASS 
and offered a $0-per-ton tipping fee until December 31, 
2020. The fee Marion collects for 2020 stickers would fund 
the town's endeavor to maintain the transfer station as its 
own and pay for the associated costs, such as equipment 
and employees to keep the station open at least a couple 
days a week. 

But Town Administrator Jay McGrail and the 
board are unsure of the number of residents that would 
continue to buy the sticker at a higher rate compared to 
the $10 sticker. 

"If we charge $40 for a sticker... and we sell 100 
of them we know it's going to be a lot harder for us to run 
the transfer station," said McGrail. 

Selectman Norm Hills liked the sound of a $40 
transfer station sticker with an additional $10 town 
privilege sticker, which would be in line with surrounding 
towns' transfer station sticker fees. 

Still, Board of Selectmen Chairman Randy Parker 
asked, "Do we really need to charge $40 for that?" 

It's a good way to find out how many stickers 
the town would sell at a given price. Selectman John 
Waterman suggested, adding, "I think we need to find out 
what the demand is to use the trash station, and if it's free 
then we'll never find out... Because I think we're testing 
the market and that's a good starting point... and we'll 
see how many of these transfer station stickers we sell for 
50 bucks." 

Parker said he needs significantly more 
information before the board can agree on a price. 

"I just feel a little guilty charging the residents 50 
bucks for something we've been charging them $10 for," 
said Parker. 

Waterman suggested it would make the transition 
easier if the town charged only $50 now before possibly 
having to hike the price up to $150 in order to keep the 
transfer station operating for Marion residents. "And," he 
said, "we find out if anyone is willing to pay it." If they 
won't pay $50, then clearly they won't be willing to pay 
$150 the next year, he said. 

The selectmen agreed they needed more time and 
information, but McGrail gently reminded them that the 
decision must be made by early December. 

McGrail is now tasked with formulating an 
equation to estimate what the transfer station's operating 
costs might be and to suggest an appropriate sticker fee. 

Meanwhile, after Town Meeting voted in favor 
of a Mexit from the CMW district, the town has begun 
its negotiations with the district; however, if the district 
decides as a whole that it wants to dissolve its association, 
Marion would not be forced to continue in its efforts to 
leave. 

According to Partridge, CMWRRDD board 
members are seriously considering a full dissolution of 
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the district, save for the existence of a "skeleton" entity to 
continue to cover the costs of outstanding liabilities, such 
as one retiree's pension and benefits. 

"Right now, the ball is in the [CMWRRDD's] 
court," said Partridge. ".. .But first, they need to vote on 
whether the district will remain a district." 

The CMWRRDD Board could vote on its fate 
as a district within the next month. Its next meeting is 
scheduled for November 20. 

"They're going to have to make a hard decision 
one way or another," said McGrail. 

The good news is that, should Marion leave the 
CMWRRDD, Covanta has agreed to a $77-per-ton tipping 
fee (with a 2.5 percent escalator each year) for solid waste 
disposal at SEMASS for a contract period of five years. 

McGrail called it a "great deal," and said no 
matter how high trash disposal costs could jump over 
time, Marion is locked-in. "Doing it now, I think it's 
huge." 

McGrail said the CMWRRDD did not receive a 
bid from Covanta more beneficial than Marion's and, in 
fact, Marion's negotiations actually led to a better deal for 
the CMWRRDD, McGrail claimed. 

In other business, the board approved awarding 
Methuen Construction for the $6,370,198 wastewater 
treatment plant and lagoon improvements contract. 

The board approved the job description for the 
new position of assistant director of the Department of 
Public Works. 

McGrail was given authorization to submit 
the preservation restriction for the Town House to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission for review and 
approval. 

McGrail will now begin the Request for Proposal 
(RFP) process to solicit bids for the sale of the Atlantis 
Drive building. 

The Board of Assessors' yearly tax rate 
classification hearing with the board was continued until 
November.

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BOH Takes on Tobacco Permits, Vaping Ban

In its quest to reduce and perhaps eliminate 
tobacco and nicotine use among its constituents, the 
Marion Board of Health met on November 5 to consider 
capping the number of tobacco sales licenses in town, 
which was followed by a discussion on why the board 
may act to take the ban on e-cigarette and vaping 
products further than the governor's four-month ban. 

Health Agent Karen Walega said Marion 
currently has six tobacco licenses, but it doesn't have to be 
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Oil Heat & Air Conditioning 
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that many. She said the board could simply decrease the 
number of licenses, "Or cap the number of permits that 
we would be giving out." 

If one business "drops out," she said, then 
the board could refrain from transferring it to another 
business. If another business sought a license, Walega 
said, they would have to wait until another business 
relinquishes theirs. 

"It's a way to reduce the number of vendors, so 
that's being reviewed," said Walega. 

Walega said she would update the board after 
she receives some legal input and guidance on the proper 
language for moving this forward. 

After, board member Dr. Edward Hopper 
shared the research he has done on the available data on 
the dangers of vaping and e-cigarette use and blamed 
e-cigarette manufacturers like Juul for spreading 
misinformation about the supposed safety of vaping. 

"The Juul people are recreating a lot of what Big 
Tobacco did 40 or 50 years ago, presenting [vaping] as 
a healthful alternative," said Hopper. "But at the same 
time they're presenting it this way, they're also using 
social media and athletes and young people to market it 
to kids. The flavored ones... are the big draw for kids just 
starting..." 

Some of the sources Hopper cites in his handout 
include a September 19 study printed in JAMA Network 
Open , which is published by the American Medical 
Association, analyzing the risk for the carcinogen 
pulegone in mint and menthol-flavored e-cigarettes. 
Another of his sources included an October 7 study 
linking e-cigarette smoke to lung and bladder cancer in 
mice. 

"And they're no safer for the heart," said Hopper. 
"And, if you do both as some people do, you actually 
have a much higher risk." 

According to the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, there have been over a thousand people 
diagnosed with a vaping-related illness, and 37 confirmed 
vaping-related deaths this year in 24 states, including 
two in Massachusetts. At least 12 deaths have been linked 
directly to vaping THC products sold on the black market. 

"It's not just people who vape cannabis 
products," said Hopper, "it's also people who vape plain 
nicotine products." 

Hopper had been leading the board's movement 
toward banning e-cigarette and vaping products in 
Marion, but Governor Charlie Baker's September 14 four- 
month ban on the sale of e-cigarettes "took some of the 
heat off us," said Hopper. 

"Until we know a lot more about it we should 
support that and consider extending it," said Hopper. 

The board has taken no official stance on what 
measures, if any, it will take on furthering the ban, but 
Hopper said he will be monitoring how the state handles 
the matter if and when further data is released linking 
e-cigarettes and vaping to Acute Respiratory Distress 
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Syndrome, which Hopper described a "bad pneumonia." 

At that point, if the state does not take action 
to address the matter, "Then we will revisit the issue," 
Hopper said. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
will be on November 19 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Another Developer to Farm Solar in Rochester

Rochester is preparing for its next solar array 
farm, this time on 32 acres of land off Old Middleboro 
Road and Walnut Plain Road. 

The project proposed by Solar MA Project 
Management, LLC would be the eighth solar energy 
development in Rochester, and the largest so far with 
an energy generating capacity of five megawatts of 
electricity. 

The Rochester Planning Board opened up the 
Special Permit public hearing on October 31 for round one 
of what will become a series of continued public hearings 
as the board works with its peer-review engineer to 
achieve full compliance with the town's solar bylaw. 

Austin Turner from Bohler Engineering presented 
the board with a plan that has seen some changes along 
the way through the Notice of Intent process with the 
Conservation Commission and after a few informal

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technical review meetings with the Planning Board. 

"The plan has evolved and, frankly, benefited 
from those conversations," said Turner before presenting 
a brief history of an informal conceptual review in 
September. 

The land proposed for solar development is only 
32 acres out of the 260-acre property the solar developer 
purchased in order to acquire an access point to reach the 
site that is surrounded by a vast system of wetlands. 

The remaining 228 acres, which includes sites that 
the Natural Heritage and Endangered Species Program 
has identified as habitat for rare and endangered species, 
will be deeded as conservation land to be held and 
managed by the Buzzards Bay Coalition.

Old Middleboro Road, which has been deemed 
an 'ancient way' and will provide the primary access 
to the site, will be widened from 12 feet to 16 feet to 
accommodate the maneuvering of emergency response 
vehicles. Some rerouting of the way is also planned. 

As an ancient way, public use of Old Middleboro 
Road for access to other nearby properties will continue. 
Turner confirmed this after the developer consulted with 
town counsel to establish the right of access for those who 
have historically traversed Old Middleboro Road. 

A stormwater management system consisting 
of three stormwater basins and a system of perimeter 
vegetated swales is proposed so that water runoff can 
infiltrate into the ground. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson noted 
the presence of a historical stone foundation within the 32 
acres, which Turner said would be precisely marked and 
preserved. 

According to Johnson, Town Planner Steve 
Starrett did some research on the possible history of the 
ruins, "And the guy (who once lived there) was kind of a 
prominent person, so we would probably want to protect 
that and probably... would like to maintain public access 
to that part of that site as well," said Johnson. 

"I think we could accommodate that," said 
Turner. "Right now we don't think that will be a 
problem." 

Johnson said he prefers holding a site visit sooner 
rather than later, and asked Turner to be sure flagging 
is completed to indicate the limits of clearing, where the 
edge of the panels will be, and where the access road will 
be. 

A few abutters new to the solar farm permitting 
process asked some familiar questions asked by residents 
before them, such as the extent of any noise or light 
emitting from the site. As Planning Board member Ben 
Bailey stated, the humming from the transformers would 
be audible only from a limited distance, and "quieter than 
the conversation we're having now." 

As for light emissions, the panels contain no other 
source of light apart from the sun that shines on them 
during the day. There is also no exterior lighting proposed

for the site. 

A representative from Decas Cranberry voiced a 
concern about the potential for access road improvements 
encouraging further ATV use into abutting Decas 
property, but apart from the gate that will secure the 
actual solar farm, no further gates can go up on Old 
Middleboro Road. 

"They're not allowed by law to block an ancient 
way," Johnson said. 

Before adjourning, Johnson reassured concerned 
residents that this was only the first night of the public 
hearing and that there would be plenty of additional 
opportunities to ask questions along the way. 

The public hearing was continued until 
November 12. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved the 
Special Permit for a large-scale solar farm on Marion Road 
for Rochester Farms, LLC, owned by Craig Canning. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for November 12 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall.

engaged to provide assistance in determining soil types 
and previously disturbed areas.

The fund will be used to help Marion veterans 
and their spouses who have short-term financial needs. 

The fund will be controlled by the Marion 
Veterans Services Office and Marion Council on Aging. 
Disbursement of the funds will be evaluated by both 
agencies on a case-by-case basis and will be released if the 
need cannot be met by the day-to-day services provided 
by local, state or federal veterans assistance programs.

The major work on the program is the choral 
version of his oratorio-cantata, "The Seven Last Words of 
Our Savior from the Cross", which was originally a purely 
orchestral work composed in 1785-86. Versions for string 
quartet and piano solo followed soon after. The choral 
version was completed by Haydn early in 1796 and will 
be performed in English. The upcoming performances 
may be the first in Massachusetts of the vocal version with 
orchestra. 

By way of contrast, the first half of our fall 
concerts will begin with Haydn's brilliant "Te Deum" 
for the Empress, an eight-minute piece for chorus and 
orchestra first performed in 1800, which the Mayflower 
Chorale performed in 1993 (along with the Brahms 
"Requiem"), and conclude with an aria and another 
rousing chorus, "Bless ye the Lord" ("Ah, gran Dio!"), 
from Haydn's earlier oratorio "The Return of Tobias" 
(revised version of 1784). In between, the orchestra will 
perform Haydn's highly original Symphony No. 70 in D 
Major (1779), which, at 18 minutes, is one of the shortest 
of his later symphonies.

The piece has so 
many moving parts that it was one of the most difficult 
pieces I've put together in my career as a choreographer, 
but it was worth it to see it all come together.

Pirate Museum

pirate ship Whydah Gaily. In 1717 a violent nor'easter 
caused the pirate ship, commanded by Sam Bellamy, to 
run aground, break apart and sink off Wellfleet, taking 
with her the plunder of 50 ships. Of the 146 men aboard, 
only 2 survived, making the Whydah the worst maritime 
event ever on the shores of the Cape. 

The remains of the sunken shipwreck and its 
treasure was not discovered until 1984 by underwater 
explorer Barry Clifford. The Whydah remains the only 
authenticated and positively identified pirate ship ever 
recovered. The contents of this ship represent a unique 
look into the lives of the pirates, and an unprecedented 
cross-cultural sampling of treasures from the world of the 
18th century.

Paradise Hills. Starring Emma Roberts and Milla 
Jovovich. Directed by Alice Waddington. Running time: 
94 minutes. Rated TV-14. Now playing in select theaters 
and available on streaming home media. 

Every shot of Paradise Hills is otherworldly in its 
beauty. I'm not sure how it "reads" as a narrative, but 
as a visual work of art, a tone poem, and a riff on some 
familiar but evergreen themes it makes one stand and 
applaud. The 29-year-old director, Alice Waddington, 
hails from Spain and first made her mark with the 
eleven-minute short film Disco Inferno in 2016. The short 
is worth the 99-cent rental on Amazon; its story is a little 
baffling — it has to do with a "minion of hell," dressed 
like a masked and sinuous spy out of Georges Franju's 
Judex, trying to rescue an ingenue destined for demonic 
soul enslavement, or something — but it plays like a 
surreal silent film (except when it doesn't), and it's good 
preparation for the elliptical, allusive sights and sounds of 
Paradise Hills. 

We wake up along with the confused Uma 
(Emma Roberts) in a remote island stronghold, a cross 
between a palace and a well-appointed girls' prison. 
Young women, it seems, are sent here to be trained out 
of their troublesome quirks and habits. The society that 
produces these women — including Chloe (Danielle 
Macdonald), sent to become more skinny, and Yu 
(Awkwafina), sent to become less Awkwafina — is 
some sort of post-war Hunger Games dystopia/utopia, 
depending on whether you're an Upper or a Lower 
(as in class). Uma wants out of the island paradise; 
she has a like-minded friend in pop star Amarna (Eiza 
Gonzalez), who's here apparently because she started 
making personal music frowned on by those in charge. 
Standing in her and everyone's way is the Duchess (Milla 
Jovovich), whose habit of snipping thorns off rose stems is 
a bit too tidy a metaphor for her supervision of the girls' 
re-education. 

But honestly the plot (by Waddington and Sofia 
Cuenca, worked into a script by Nacho Villalongo and 
Brian DeLeeuw) is entirely irrelevant to the pleasures 
here. Paradise Hills is about creamy pink interiors and sun- 
dappled exteriors, all cloaking something immeasurably 
darker and uglier. It's about the masochistic female 
fantasy of being persecuted for being oneself and shipped 
off to a strange place with other women, who together 
will rise as a sharp-toothed sisterhood against the 
oppressors. (There's some of that, but not too much; as it 
is, the movie is never less exciting than when it tries to gin 


up excitement 
via chases, 
sneaking 
around, etc.) 

It's also about 
loving ancient 
gothy films so 
much it hurts. 

It's every bit 
as gleaming an 
act of cinema 

worship as Anna Biller's odious The Love Witch, except 
that Waddington actually finds things to say about the 
things whose surfaces she and cinematographer Josu 
Inchaustegui photograph so indelibly. I can see Paradise 
Hills becoming a cult favorite among a certain type of 
dramatic teens — its sensibility is authentically female 
in every frame, asserting the power of its girls and 
women from the start, and denying that the structure 
of the patriarchy (and the women complicit in it, like 
the Duchess) has anything to offer them but chains. The 
movie doesn't hate men, but it sure doesn't have a lot of 
love for them either. 

To which I say, good. A movie whose 
identification is completely with women and their 
experiences is particularly welcome now, not to politicize 
overly what should be a timeless empowerment fable 
and a grab bag of brightly-hued confections. The 
performances, I have to say, lean towards the artificial — 
common among directors with strongly visual instincts 
— save for Awkwafina, who is always radiantly, daffily 
herself, even in a more solemn context like this. But there's 
literally always something great to look at; Waddington 
seems to have walked on set for each shot, tweaked the 
colors and decor 75%, and then called action. Most people 
will see Paradise Hills at home or even on their phone, not 
on the big shiny screen its visuals demand, and that's a 
pity. 

But the eye and the sensibility on view in 
Waddington's work (I hope Disco Inferno comes as an 
extra on the eventual Paradise Hills Blu-ray) are not 
to be discounted. The movie is a glimmering calling 
card showing deep-dish promise; whoever scouted the 
amazing locations deserves a case of beer, and overall this 
is the most pictorially arresting sci-fi debut feature since 
Andrew Niccol's Gattaca. As for the animating story, I 
acknowledge that I'm not its ideal audience, though even 
some women, like Vulture' s Alison Willmore, have pooh- 
poohed it — "a dystopian princess fantasy," she called it, 
with perhaps some unexamined racism under its hood. 
(Why isn't Awkwafina the lead in this?) I am probably 
more forgiving and sentimental about the movie's 
narrative and complaints than that. It works as a lavishly 
crafted daydream shading into nightmare. It started to 
lose me around the climax, but when it had me, it had me.
